James W illiam Pattison, who writes 
art notes for the Sunday 
Inter Ocean 
giVo* a delightfully chatty and artistic 
sketch in the last L-«ue of that pap- r 
concerning the exhibits at the Chicago 
Art 1 nstltute. 
After speaking- of the roomfull of 
Twachtman paintings, he says. “ There 
is a man in the city who paints without 
any efforts after astonishing combina­ 
tions. 
Flo paints, a* he talks and 
writee, in good, (substantial prose. But 
his voice is musical, his writings ten­ 
der and still firm; and his statements 
of plain facts in his pictures like his 
other forms of expression. 
The gen­ 
tleman 1 arn »peaking of la Charles 
Francis Browne,” 
Dixon people who frequent the love­ 
ly bluff at Ganymede Springs, above 
Oregon, ML, know of the artist's camp 
on that quiet and restful bluff where 
the eye can wander over the charming 
valley of the Bock, and it is here that 
Mr. Browne spends his summer days. 
Sunday’s paper contains a reproduc­ 
tion of his painting of 
Eagle’s Nest 
Bluff which attracts the lover of art 
a» it hangs among his painting* in the 
A rt 1 nstitute. 
Continuing his 
description of this 
artist’s work, Mr. Pattison «ays; 
“ Mr. Browne’s studio was very rest­ 
ful after tho strain and confusion of all 
those galleries at the A rt Institute, 
lie brought out one picture at a time, 
and in them wo read the story of a quiet 
summer spent at Eagle’s Nest, Oregon, 
111., the 
place 
where 
the 
Bock 
ri ver breaks through the steep bluffs on 
its way down to the father of waters, 
and where Chicago artists gather to 
make pictures and statues. 
The pic­ 
turesqueness seems to got into the 
statues, too. as well as something more 
serious, as M r. Taft is proving to us. 
But it is Mr 
Browne's picture, 
of a 
view from the bluff's top, that I want 
to talk. 
It tells the story in plain lan­ 
guage, of the flat blutTtop, of the foot­ 
path that trails along all bluffs, in ail 
lands, aud leads the eye and imagina­ 
tion over the little rise, so that we fol­ 
low it all along down to the valley that 
just reveals the river and distant blue 
far off. 
The land undulates softly, 
it 
is tinged with the warmth of early 
September near at hand, 
but gradu­ 
al ly grows greener up there next the 
well-drawn groups of trees. 
The rain 
ha» washed away the sandy-clay soil 
on the edge of the steep slope, giving 
spots of light earth color, 
which a r­ 
range themselves most fortunately into 
good lines, 
holding the eye exactly 
right. 
Possibly Mr. 
Browne helped 
nature a little. 
If so, he did 
it well 
and with knowledge and true feelings 
for juxtaposition of lines. 
It is the 
artist s office to use nature artistically. 
Th at’s where the art commences, and 
that is what gives our photographic 
enthusiastists their quietus. 
As the 
Germans say, in the studio proverb, 
“ Der liebe Gott has created no ready­ 
made pictures. “ 
The a rtis t* manage­ 
ment of the honest blue sky aud those 
big cumulous clouds is very satisfying.
